SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, March a. — Tho bill 


passed by tlie senate today for tho in- 
crease ol tbe navy attracted attention 
in view of tbo tension over Spanish- 
Cuban affairs. In explaining tho meas- 
ure Mr. Hale of Maine, when ho report- 
ed i't from the naval committee, said 
that while he did not believe the United 
States would be involved in war as a re- 
sult of the present troubles, yet he cort- 
aidered it desirable to give the President 
authority in case of emergency to call 
out the naval militia and charter private 
Bhips for naval transports. The bill as 
pnesed iutbori7.es tbe addition of 1000 
enlisted men to the navy, the enlisting 
for not more than two years of tbe naval 
militia force in case of emergency, and 
the chartering of transport ships in case 
of emergency. The bill passed under 
the five-minute rule and by unanimous 
vote. Another bill of general interest 
passed which established a retired list 
lor the revenue marine eervice.aimilarto 
the retirement system of tbe army and 
navy. Moat of the day was given to the 
eenate calendar, and many minor bills 
were passed.

MIlS. STASFOBD WINS HEK CASE 


Justice Hni'laii Holds That the Bill 


Filed by the United States 


Was Properly Dismissed. 


WASHINC-TOX, March 2.—The supreme 


court today decided the Stanford caee 
in favor of Mrs. Stanford. 


Justice Harlan delivered the opinion. 


He held that individual stockholders 
were not liable for the government 


Central Pacific Railway 
liebt' of the 
Company, 


The opinion proceeded entirely upon 


the theory that the Pacific railroads 
were intended to constitute a continuous 
line and that the government waa pro- 
tected by its mortgage upon the roads. 
It is admitted in the opinion that tbe 
security was impaired by the act of 
18(54 subordinating tbe government lieu 
to tho first mortgage, "but," Justice 
Harlau Buys, "if the net of 18G2, fairly 
interpreted, excludes the Idea that stock- 
holders of the companies receiving sub- 
sidy bonds, were to be personally liable 
to the United States for the principal 
and interest accruing on those bonds, 
the legislation of 18G4, however unwiae, 
did not have th'o effect of imposing such 
liability." 
The fuct that none of tbe Pacific rail- 


road accounts contain a clause imposing 
personal liability is commented upon as 
important. It was competent lor con- 
gress to provide for such liability, "but 
us it did not do BO, itcaunot be claimed, 
nor is it claimed, that the stockholders 
of that corporation incurred by their 
subscriptions of stock any liability to the 
United States or to any other creditor of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
for the debts of that corporation. They 
were bound, of course to make good the 
amount of their subscriptions. But 
that being done, their personal responsi- 
bility to creditors of the corporate body 
ceased. Congress, by its legislation, 
encouraged and invited the investment 
of private capital in the construction of 
a highway which, at that time, was 
deemed of vital importance to the whole 
country." 
Using tbe Union Pacific as an illus- 


tration, the opinion continues: 
"As tho stockholder of a corporation 


is not liable beyond tho amount of hia 
unpaid subscription for its debts, unless 
such liability is imposed by statute, and 
as tbe acts of congress in question aru 
silent upon that subject, every sub- 
scriber to tbe stock of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company must be deemed to 
have become such upon the condition 
implied by law that he should not be 
personally liable for tho debta of the 
corporation. It is not too much to say 
that if the acts of 18d2 and 18(14 had 
made the stockholders of tbe corpora- 
tions therein named personally hablu in 
proportion to their stock, for the repay- 
ment of the principal and interest of tho 
bonds issued and delivered to such cor- 
poration, thu accomplishing of objects 
which congress had in view would have 
been seriously retarded, if not wholly 
defeated." 
"It is said, however, that these prin- 


ciples have no application to Htockhdld- 
!ra of California corporations that came

Trainmen Crushed Between Engine 


and Tender. 


STOCKTON, March 2.—At 8.35 o'clock 


this morning a collision occurred on tbe 
Southern Pacific company's track at tbe 
intersection of Main and Sacramento 
streets. Train No. 107, known as the 
Tracv freight, while pulling out from 
tbe freight depot, was rjin into by a 
local switch engine. 
Both engines wore demolished and 


two young men were severely injured. 
They were George II. James, recently 
from Oakland, who was fireman on the 
switch engine, and Brakeman Wjzclicb 
of this city, both of whom were in the 
cab of tbe ewitch engine. When they 
aaw a collision unavoidable they tried to 
jump from the engine, one'oir one aide, 
the other on the other. 


Both were caught between the engine
